New delegate commitments lock first ballot nomination 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U PI) — 
Delayed and deafened by un­ 
stoppable 
R eagan 
dem on­ 
strators, the Republican con­ 
vention allowed Ronald Reagan 
a last hurrah Wednesday and 
moved 
surely 
toward 
the 
presidential 
nomination 
of 
Gerald Ford. 
The 
P resid en t 
had 
the 
nomination — and the right to 
his own run at the White House 
— 
locked 
up 
well 
before 
climactic nighttime nominating 
session opened and fell under 
the sway of Reagan supporters 
who raised the roof all night with 
a 
unison blowing of horns, 
kazoos and whistles. 
Their efforts 
delayed 
the 
presidential roll call, but did 
nothing to stop the steady, 
daylong stream of delegates 
moving to Ford’s camp. 


With the nomination locked 
up, 
the 
m ain 
convention 
question mark remained Ford’s 
choice of a running mate. He 
declined to announce it until 
midday today. 
Rumors 
swept 
convention 
hall, many of them touting 
T ennessee’s 
Sen. 
Howard 
Raker, and some mentioning 
Reagan as the possible vice 
presidential candidate. 
But Ford kept his counsel, 
insisting 
he 
must 
consult 
R eagan 
firs t, 
while 
the 
Californian once again ruled 
himself out for the second slot in 
a handwritten note to California 
delegates, 
The extraordinary 
Reagan 
demonstration efforts started as 
a cheery, spirited affair, but 
they would not die out. The hom- 
blowers repeatedly brought the

nominating process to a halt 
under the eerie, keening sound 
of a million bumblebees and 
raised speculation whether this 
were a deliberate stalling tactic. 
“ When you’re losing, yell,” 
said Senate Republican leader 
Hugh Scott, a Ford man.

behind 
schedule, 
M ichigan’s 
Gov. 
William Milliken tried to soothe 
frayed 
convention 
tempers, 
saying: “If what we’ve seen 
here tonight is any indication of 
the spirit of the Republican 
party, we will do very well in 
November.”

threw aside all hedges Wed­

UPI’s last tally before the 
convention balloting gave Ford 
1,182 votes — or 52 more than 
needed to nominate

Crime rate still rising

Pottstown Police Chief James 
Rodgers has notified borough 
council that general crime has 
increased six per cent, armed 
robberies 
have 
more 
than 
doubled 
and 
assaults 
have 
nearly tripled in the first seven 
months of 1976. 
Council 
President 
Wilbert 
O’Dell said Wednesday he has 
“ no idea how it could be con­ 
trolled.” 
“The best we can do is to 
contain it after it has hap­ 
pened,” O’Dell said. 
More policemen are not the 
answer, he said, and the tax­ 
payers would not tolerate it. 
“The policeman is on the 
scene of the crime in two to five 
minutes and more than that we 
can’t do or afford. If I knew 
another way, I’d tell you.” 
At fault, the police say, is the 
public which is reluctant to 
report crimes to them. 


Aggravating the problem is a 
court system that advertises the 
profitability of crime by failing 
to punish violators, police say. 
The Pottstown Police crime 
logbook also shows that crimes 
of violence - rape, robbery, 
aggravated 
assault - 
when 
tallied separately, increased 41 
per cent so far this year. 
“The trend over the past 10 
years across the nation has been 
toward more violence,” said 
Detective Sgt. Bonn Sommers. 
“Crime is on the increase and 
Pottstown matches the national 
rate.” 
The police department, he 
feels, is not at fault. Pottstown’s 
40-man force is solving 50 per 
cent of all crimes, he said. 
“ I 
wouldn't 
say 
we 
are 
responsible at all,” Sommers 
said. 
He added the Pottstown crime 
wave could be broken if more 
policemen were hired. Although 
crime has continued to increase, 


the 
num ber 
of 
policemen 
remains the same. 
In the first seven months of 
1975, there 
were 
18 armed 
robberies in Pottstown. 
The same period this year 
shows 37 armed robberies. The 
increase is 106 per cent. 
The rise in assaults, however, 
from 30 to 87 reported in the 
same period, is largely a result 
of a change in the method of 
recording this crime, Sommers 
said. 
Burglaries are up six per cent. 
Serious theft, which is theft over 
$50, jumped eight per cent this 
year. 
“The repeaters are not being 
stopped in the courts,” Som­ 
mers said. “The repeater felon 
has a tendency to repeat more 
and more serious crimes as he 
goes along.” 
This syndrome is especially 
evident in youths, Sommer said. 
Young criminals get tougher.

Aircraft 
engine fails 
on take off

A New Berlinville man was 
killed 
Wednesday

when his light plane crashed into 
a corn field moments after take 
off from the Butter Valley Golf 
Port, Bally. 
Henry Francis Johnson, 32, 
355 N. Reading Ave., was dead 
on

at

Memorial Medical Center at 
3:25' p. m. 
A hospital spokesman said 
Mr. Johnson suffered multiple 
injuries. 
An autopsy will be performed 
today 
by 
the 
Montgomery 
County 
Coroner’s 
Office 
to 
determine the cause of death, 
Dr. John A. Hoffa, coroner, said 
Wednesday. 
The accident occurred at 3:05 
p.m. as the victim was taking off 
in his small, single engine plane 
from an airstrip at the Golf Port. 
A witness said the engine 
“ conked out” in mid-air. Mr. 
Johnson reportedly turned the 
plane sharply to the right in an 
effort to make an emergency 
landing on the airstrip, the plane 
crashed in a field adjacent to 'the 
runway. 
The nose of the plane was 
imbedded in the ground and both 
wings were crumpled in the 
crash. 
Mr. Johnson was pulled from 
'the plane and taken to the 
medical center by Bally Am­ 
bulance. 
Golf Port manager John Geh- 
man said Mr. Johnson was an 
experienced flyer, and had been 
flying for at least the three years 
he had known him.

practicing take offs and lan­ 
dings,” he said. “After touching 
down, he pulled up and 
the 
engine cut out.” 
Gene 
Renninger, 
Zion ville , 
was golfing on the seventh green 
when he saw Mr. Johnson’s 
plane. 
“ I just happened to look up 
and I saw this plane in the air,” 
he said. “The engine just conked 
out, it quit. The pilot turned the 
plane sharply to the right, and it 
went down. 
“ I didn’t see it crash, I just 
saw it go down,” he continued. 
“ I watched it and waited for the 
noise of the crash, there was 
nothing else I could do.”

Bomb threats, 
which

was received there. And on 
Tuesday the home of a Bell 
Telephone 
executive 
was 
singled out. 


The only defense the citizen 
has, 
telephone 
company 
authorities say, is to call the 
police immediately.

Telephone manager, said a call 
was

at

Drive and the first thing he did 
was to call the police. 


“ 1 called and while I hung on, 
the dispatcher radioed a car and 
then said to vacate.” 


“So we picked my son out of 
bed, and the three dogs and we 
vacated,” Cross said.

Coventry Police car rolled up to

home,

Another common phone threat 
at homes is the caller who 
claims to be holding a family 
member hostage. Cross said the 
police have been tracking these 
calls and have determined one 
person is responsible. 


“ The caller researches first 
and knows when the wife isn’t 
home and the husband, the poor 
devil, doesn’t know whether his 


his wife is captive or not. ” 


Calling the phone company for 
assistance is not the answer, 
according to Cross. Telephone 
tracers can be put on calls, but 
the cost of thorough tracing 
equipment on local calls is 
prohibitive. 


The answer is to take the call 
at face value and then phone the 
police. Cross said. 


“ When he says the bomb is 
going off in 10 minutes you 
either get the family out of 'there 
or take the risk that somebody 
gets killed.”

Doc Counsilman’s kindly face becomes 
glum as a prune when the achievements of 
the United States Olympic swimmers are 
obscured, as he believes they have been. 
“Did you see the American magazines 
recently?’’ asked the U.S. men’s Olympic 
swimming coach. “It’s all Nadia Comaneci 
on the covers: ‘A Star Is Born.* ‘She Stole 
The Show.’ My goodness, she’s only a child. 
She probably shouldn’t have been competing. 
The Russians were particularly upset. They 
feel you should be post-pubescent to par­ 
ticipate in the Olympics. They have a point. 
So she became the ‘darling of the Olympics.’ 
Well, people are fascinated by children and 
puppies and kittens... 
“Nadia’s body is so small it hasn't 
developed yet. I remember when we had 
little-girls diving. They would hit the water 
without a splash. But when diving boards 
were made heavier, the girls were 
eliminated. They are too light to get the 
necessary lift. 
“I thought the men gymnasts were much 
more impressive with what they did with 
their bodies. But you have to look damn hard 
to read about them, and to read about the 
swimmers. And to my mind, the top moment 
in the Olympics was when Jim Montgomery 
broke the 59-second barrier in the 100-meter 
freestyle.” 
“I know Nadia got a handful of perfect 
scores,” continued Counsilman, “but the 
publicity for them should have gone to the 
judges. They ought to explain what score 
someone should get who does a more difficult 
routine than Nadia. Besides, there was a 
perfect score recorded in diving — by Klaus 
Dibisi — and who knows about it?” 
Dr. John Edward Counsilman, the 56-year- 
old, white-haired distinguished swimming 
coach of Indiana University — a former 
national swimming champion, advisor on 
President Ford’s Physical Fitness council, 
advisor to the Phillips oil company program 
(the only private company to help subsidize 
swimming on a national level), prolific 
author of authoritative swimming books — 
may be forgiven his understandable 
prejudices. 
Jim Montgomery, who happens to attend 
Indiana University, broke the Olympic 
record held by Mark Spitz, an Indiana 
alumnus, and the world record, held by 
himself. 
“It’s incredible to think what’s been 
happening in swimming," continued 
Counsilman. “You know, the first winning 
Olympic time in the 100-meter freestyle was 
about two and a half times longer than 
Montgomery’s.” The time was 1:22. by 
Alfred Ha jos of Hungary. 
“ Johnny Weismuller broke the one-minute 
barrier in the 1924 Olympics, with a time of 59 
seconds flat. Don Schollander’s Olympic- 
record winning time was 53.4 in 1964 in 
Tokyo. He couldn’t even qualify for the 
Oympic trials now with that time. 
: ’Schollander won the 400-meter freestyle 
that year with a 4:12.2. That wouldn’t even be 
good enough to win the women’s 400-meter 
freestyle this Olympics. The winner did it in 
4:091: 
There are numerous reasons for the 
tremendous progress in swimming. Coun­ 
silman credits the improvement to nutrition, 
to the increased knowledge of coaches in 
matters of science and the human body, to 
better pools that cut down waves, to an un­ 
derstanding of how untapped human 
potential is. Mostly, though, Counsilman 
credits improvement in training methods. 
“That Hungarian in 1896 probably trained 
by sitting around with his buddies and 
talking about swimming,” said Counsilman. 
‘.Weismuller, was not the world’s most ar­ 
dent training specimen, either. He might 
work out in the pool for an hour a day , three 
or four days a week. Then he’d spend the rest 
of the time recuperating from his weekend.” 
Johnny liked liquids, in or out of the pool. 
The Russians, notes Counsilman, have 
been experimenting with keeping their 
swimmers in a pool for seven hours a day, six 
days a week. 
“I think that’s more than the body can 
take. There are limits. Jim Montgomery,” 
continued Counsilman, “spends perhaps 
three to four hours five or six days a week in 
the pool. Then he spends a minimum of an 
hour a day on something we call Iso-Kinetics. 
He lays prone on a board and imitates his 
swimming stroke, but does it against a 
device to increase resistance."

tidings and good news. (T here’s 
silence when it’s bad news.) 
It’s an almost daily occurence 
in Washington, what with the 
White House* and other federal 
agencies 
annointing 
selected 
Congressmen (from both sides 
of the political aisle, by the way) 
to convey the good news to the 
folks back home about such 
things 
as 
announcements 
of 
federal grants or construction 
projects of the 
pork 
barrel 
variety. 
And this is the way it has been 
done in Harrisburg in recent 
years what with the Governor’s 
O ffice 
and 
vario u s 
s ta te 
departments and bureaus giving 
selected legislators (but not .so 
much 
regardless of political 
p a rty !) 
first 
crack 
at 
an­ 
nouncing the good news of a 


highway project or state grant if 
it is something that might apply 
to that particular legislator’s 
home district. 
More often than not the an­ 
nouncing lawm aker knows little 
about the details of the project 
he or she is breaking the news 
on. 
The important thing (to them) 
is 
th a t 
th e 
a n n o u n c in g 
lawmaker be associated with 
the good ne ws in the m inds of the 
folks back home — an important 
consideration when re-election 
time rolls around, as at present. 
It’s something like legislators 
announcing that school districts 
in his home county are due to 
receive so much in state subsidy 
payment — when the first time 
the law m aker in question knew 
anything about it was when the 
figures were laid on his desk, 
wrapped up by his press agent. 
Ask a lawmaker about the 
intricate 
formula 
for 
deter­ 
mining the school subsidy for 
school districts — and the ex­ 
pression becomes as blank as 
that of any ordinary taxpayer. 
Or, he may announce the 
award of a highway contract in 
his district — which has no 
bearing 
whatsoever 
on 
the 
lawmaker 
in 
question, 
but 
rather devolves solely upon the 
Department of Transportation. 
The point is, in both instances 
the lawmaker has no business 
getting 
into 
the 
public 
an­ 


nouncement facet in such areas 
where 
he 
has 
no 
specific 
bearing; this should be done by 
the state agencies involved — 
directly — and which have the 
responsibility. 
Interesting to note perhaps is 
the fact that in “the good old 
days” when it was common 
practice for state grants to be 
presented' by departm ent of­ 
fic ia ls 
and/or 
leg isla to rs 
regardless 
of 
their 
political 
affiliation, all elected officials 
were 
invited to presentation 
ceremonies. 
But 
coloring 
this 
en tire 
system of bearing governmental 
good news is a basic question of 
why it is necessary for these 
“good” tidings to be borne by 
law m akers who frequently know 
little about the project involved? 
This in itself is ridiculous 
enough inasmuch as lawmakers 
themselves are only secondarily 
involved — if that. 
They may have voted for or 
a g a in st 
the 
g en era l 
all- 
encompassing law providing for 
the local grant in question but as 
for specifics, in nine cases out of 
ten 
they 
have 
no 
concern 
whatsoever 
and 
usually 
arc 
surprised to be informed that 
such an action has been taken in 
their locality. 
On the other hand, if a local 
grant has been withdrawn or a 
local project of import has been 
cancelled, chances are good 


you’ll hear nary a peep from a 
lawmaker on such calamitous 
event; that role then falls to the 
agency directly concerned! 


* The pace of rise in the cost of

high.

blacks. These groups cannot be 
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dismissed. 
They 
are people. 
They vote. 
* A 6 to 7 per cent annual rate 
of rise in prices would double 
our price level in only 10 years. 
No expansion could long be 
sustained with so steep a rate of 
inflation. 
Nor is the solidity of the ex­ 
pansion any cause for com­ 
placency among any of us. 
* Business spending for new 
p la n ts 
and 
eq u ip m en t 
— 
essential 
to 
avoid 
inflation- 
creating 
bottlenecks 
as 
the 
expansion 
develops 
— 
is 
lagging. 
* The basic housing industry is 
just starting to crawl back from 
a great contraction, and here too 
shortages are a danger. 
* 
Consumer 
confidence 
is 
fragile, 
and 
expectations 
of 
in fla tio n 
are 
particularly 
dangerous because the fears 
could be self-fulfilling and lead 
to the very price spiral feared. 
A study of 21 presidential 
elections going back to 1892 by 
Yale economics Prof. Ray C.

the economy’s direction. And we 
have 
moved from 
sickening 
slump to strong rebound in a 
short span. 
Thus if the election were to be

Recently

Journal audited New York City 
and discovered that an average 
family of four there receives in

So there is no more of that 
kind of “ poverty” in New York 
City. Nobody is hungry. 
But there is, distinct from the 
statistical condition, a human 
condition. 
New York City tried to abolish 
poverty with generous welfare 
programs and discovered that

corrupts. 
While the welfare population 
was 
lifted 
out 
of economic 
poverty, it sank simultaneously 
into various depths of social 
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pathology. It became a largely 
demoralized

pregnancy, alcoholism ... 


There is now more “poverty” 
in New York City than when the 
w elfare 
checks 
were 
less 
generous. 
Archibald 
MacLeish 
says, 
“Thomas Jefferson knew, and 
those who honor him know still, * 
that there is no such thing in 
human history as what we c a ll. 
'security.* He knew that what * 
makes a people great, a nation 
powerful, is purpose.” 


What gives a person “pur­ 
pose”? 
Irving 
Kristol 
says 
that 
generations of many nations 
were able to find satisfaction in 
tedious, low-pay jobs because 
they enjoyed the self-respect 
which comes from being a br­ 
eadwinner. 


Being the breadwinner has 
always been a major source of 
respect from family, friends and 
neighbors.

Two U.S. soldiers hacked to death by North Korean guards 


SEOUL, South Korea (UP*) — 
About 
30 
ax-wielding

nesday hacked to death two U.S. 
Army officers in an unprovoked 
attack on a tree-trimming work 
force in the first slayings inside 
the 
Truce 
Village 
of 
Pan- 
munjom. 
The two Americans, whose 
names were not immediately 
released, were the first U.S. 
casualties 
along 
the Korean 
truce front in six years. 
"The two U.S. army officers 
died from massive head injuries 
and stab-wounds inflicted by an 
estimated

North 
Korean 
guards who attacked a small 
United Nations Command work 
party with axes, metal pikes and 
ax-handles,” the UNC said. 
The two slain Americans were 
serving with UNC. A UNC an­

Africa (UPI) — South African 
police fired on rioting blacks in 
this seaside resort city Wed­ 
nesday, killing at least eight 
demonstrators and wounding 18 
others, police sources said. 
It was the fiercest renewal of 
racial violence since last week's 
bloodshed in Cape Town, where 
29 persons were killed, most of 
them in police gunfire. 
The 
demonsrators 
hurled 
rocks and bottles at police, 
overturned cars and gutted at 
least eight buildings 
in the 
allblack suburbs of Brighton, 
Kwazakele and Swide. 
Police fired tear gas and 
charged with batons to scatter 
about 4,000 blacks who were 
stoning cars and setting them on 
fire. But the rioters quickly 
regrouped and threw up road­ 
blocks across streets. 
Newspapers 
first 
reported 
five deaths but police later said 
eight blacks had been killed and 
18 others injured in a hail of 
police gunfire. 
By nightfall only two liquor 
stores in the three townships 
still stood. Four others were 
burned down and demonstrators 
also set fire to a bank, a post 
o ffice, 
a 
governm ent 
ad­ 
ministration building and an 
unemployment office. 
The wild rioting and arson 
followed 
the 
pattern 
set 
in 
earlier violence in the black 
suburbs of Johannesburg and 
Cape Town. 
Roving 
gangs 
of 
youths 
overturned and burned out a 
newspaper delivery van and 
slightly injured at least three 
whites whose cars they attacked 
with stones. Black drivers also 
were assaulted. 
A crowd closed in on one white 
driver who tried to investigate a 
fire but police said he “managed 
to drive to safety unscathed."

Pretoria said sporadic flareups 
continued into the night but 
police had the situation "under 
control" in the three townships, 
where five blacks were killed 
two weeks ago in violence that 
flared during a boxing match.

WASHINGTON (U P !) — A 
new test has been found which 
would make It easier for police 
to prove that a suspect has fired 
a gun, and they may be able to 
determine the brand of am­ 
munition used from, the gunshot 
residue 
on 
his 
hands, 
the 
Aerospace 
Corp. 
said 
Wed­ 
nesday. 
Peter F. Jones, the scientist 
from Aerospace Corp., in El 
Segundo, Calif., who directed 


th e 
g o v ern m en t 
fin an ced 
research, said the test gives 
police 
laboratories 
positive 
proof even when there are only 
small traces of residue metals. 
Just how this is done is a 
police secret Jones did 
not 
reveal but he made no secret of 
how the new test works. 
He uses a scanning electron 
microscope 
to 
identify 
the 
unique shapes of residue par­ 
ticles 
and 
uses 
an 
X-ray 


analayzcr 
to determ ine 
the 
presence of gunpowder metals 
— lead, barium and antimony. 


A problem with current tests 
is that the residue on the hands 
falls off sharply from natural 
causes, in the first hour after the 
gun is fired, Jones said. But the 
new test has succeeded as long 
as eight hours after a shooting.

experimental, the test has been 


used in 12 actual cases. 
The 
sc ie n tists 
a re 
now 
working on less expensive tests 
for 
organic 
components 
— 
nitrocellulose, 
nitroglycerine 
and 
gunpowder 
“ stabilizer,” 
Jones 
said. 
“ The 
most 
in­ 
teresting 
finding 
was 
that 
organic components, vary from 
one m anufacturer to another. If 
we knew the caliber of the 
weapon, we could tell the brand 
of ammunition used,”

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3,000 evacuated after chemical-laden barge capsizes 


PORTSMOUTH. Va. <AP) — 
Police began evacuating 3.000 
persons from a five-mile stretch 
of Virginia coastline on the 
Chesapeake Bay on Wednesday, 
fearing that a capsized, acid- 
laden barge might drift ashore. 
The 125-foot barge, under tow 
to the Allied Chemical Co. plant 
in Hopewell with 1,000 tons of 
sulphuric acid and the irritant 
chemical Oleum, flipped over at 
6 a.m., four miles offshore. 
At mid-morning, Mathews 
County administrator Charles 
Richardson ordered evacuation 
of all residents from a five-mile- 
long, one-mile-inland section of 
the county nearest to the 
leaking, partly sunken barge. 
State police said there was 
apprehension that mixture of 
the chemicals with water might 
generate deadly fumes, or that 
the barge might explode if it 
struck metal or rock while 
drifting. 
But the Coast Guard said two 
tugs were at the scene and that 
there was “ absolutely no 
chance” the barge would drift 
much closer to the Mathews 
County shore. 
“ We didn’t recommend 
evacuation, and we won’t,” said 
a spokesman at 5th District 
Coast Guard headquarters here. 
“We don’t think they need to 
evacuate people ashore.” 
County officials said the 
evacuation was “going along 
smoothly, without any hitches” 
in m id- afternoon. 
Among the evacuees were 77 
patients at the Horn Harbor 
Nursing Home in New Point, 
nearest beach settlement to the 
barge. They were carried by- 
truck trailer to the fire station at 
the county seat of Mathews. 
Other evacuees were advised 
to go to a school in Mathews, 
about four miles inland. There 
was no indication how long 
county authorities thought the 
evacuation might last. 
About 80 per cent of the 
barge’s cargo was sulphuric 
acid, which can produce a 
poison gas when mixed with 
water. The rest was Oleum, an 
oily liquid used by Allied in the 
manufacture of nylon. Oleum

(AP) — Authorities arrested the 
cam p aig n tre a s u re r of 
Republican attorney general 
candidate John A shcroft 
Wednesday after Ashcroft 
turned over evidence indicating 
a fund shortage of $2,700. 
Cole County prosecutor James 
McHenry said Edwin R. 
DeCook, a Jefferson City 
b u sin essm an , would be 
arraigned on a charge of 
stealing by deception in 
magistrate court. 
Ashcroft, who filed papers 
with the state today terminating 
DeCook as his campaign 
treasurer, said the $2,700 fund 
shortage was discovered last 
week during an independent 
audit of the campaign fund. He 
said DeCook was confronted 
with the allegations on Thursday 
and “ no satisfactory ex­ 
planation of discrepancies was 
forthcoming.” 
DeCook could not be im­ 
mediately reached for com­ 
ment. 
Ashcroft said information on 
the discrepancies was turned 
over to both the Missouri 
Elections Commission and 
McHenry’s office on Friday. 
A warrant for DeCook’s arrest 
was issued Tuesday, and Ash­ 
croft said McHenry had asked 
that he “not discuss the facts of 
the case pending the trial.” 
“1 am saddened by this ap­ 
parent breach of trust,” Ash­ 
croft told newsmen here after 
revealing the charges against 
DeCook, who had served as 
treasurer of the campaign since 
early spring. 
“ However, on numerous 
occassions I have called for 
strict enforcement of laws 
prohibiting ‘white collar* 
crime," the former state auditor 
said. “This type of activity 
cannot and will not be 
tolerated.” 
Ashcroft said the shortage 
was discovered after the In­ 
dependent auditor, Timothy 
Schwent, had been reviewing 
the campaign financial records 
for less than three hours. 
Ashcroft, who will face 
Democratic candidate James 
Baker of Kansas City in 
November, said he had known 
DeCook about three years. He 
said DeCook had worked in the 
auditor’s office when Ashcroft 
was auditor in 1873-1974. 
Ashcroft said he did not 
believe the incident would hurt 
his drive to succeed GOP Atty. 
Gen. John Danforth, who is 
running for the U.S. Senate.

topside hatch was closed, but 
added: 
“ Right now, we don’t know 
how much has spilled. We do 
know there are dead fish on the 
surface. From that, we presume 
some acid has gotten into the 
water. We have no idea how 
much. 
“ We have seen no major mists 
or clouds.” 
A giant crane aboard a Navy 


barge was dispatched from 
Norfolk in late morning to try to 
pull the barge upright and get it 
afloat again, but was not due at 
the scene until 9 p.m. Wed­ 
nesday. 
The Coast Guard said the 
barge capsized when the tug 
“Big Mama” made a sharp turn 
about four miles southeast of 
Gwynns Island, off the Mathews 
County shore on the western side 
of the bay. 


The barge was reported to be 
upside-down in 30 feet of water. 
Coast Guard air and surface 
craft were sent to the scene to 
monitor the situation, and all 
ships were directed to give the 
area a wide berth lest their hulls 
be corroded by the acid. 
Personnel near the barge 
were told to don acid-resistant 
clothing and to wear breathing 
apparatus to keep from inhaling 
fumes. 


State agencies and the 
Virginia Institute of Marine 
Science at Gloucester Point sent 
vessels and representatives to 
the area to judge the en­ 
vironmental damage. 
Experts from Allied Chemical 
and the chief of the Coast 
Guard’s hazardous materials 
division in Washington, Capt. 
Fred Havorsen, also headed for 
the scene.

Downtown crime control methods probed

P ottstow n 
C ouncilm an 
Philip C. Lang said he is in­ 
vestigating methods of in­ 
volving 
citizens 
in 
crime 
fig h tin g 
follow ing

downtown walking patrols on 
shopping nights. 
According to Police Chief 
Jam es E. Rodgers, the use of 
auxiliary patrolmen to walk a 
beat 
Monday 
and 
Friday 
nights had to be stopped due 
to the heavy financial burden 
the Bicentennial put on the 
police force. 
The last time an auxiliary 
patrolman walked 
a 
beat 
downtown was the last week 
in March. 
According to the police 
chief, 
the 
borough 
spent 
$7.647 
to 
provide 
police 
protection 
for the 
Bicen­ 
tennial. The regular force 
logged 411 hours of overtime 
and 
the 30-man 
auxiliary 
squad put in 116 hours. 


R odgers 
said 
it 
was 
determined that a walking 
patrol was not needed, on 
Monday nights. The financial 
squeeze elminated the Friday 
night man. 


A 
policeman in a car. 
however, is more useful in 
preventing crime and cat­ 
ching criminals than a man 
on foot, Rodgers has con­ 
sistently maintained. 
Lang said he was hoping 
more money was on the way 
to the borough to re-establish 
the walking patrol, though he 
did not specify where it was 
coming from. 
To bolster police protec­ 
tion, Lang is pushing for the 
resurgence of what he calls 
the 
“ 323-1212 
program ” 
which 
means prodding the 
citizens to call the police with 
any information regarding 
crime. 
This program was enacted 
several years ago, and the 
police emergency num.her is 


painted on patrol cars for this 
reason. 
“ I think that would be the 
ultimate situation. That can 
even be carried through after 
we go back to the auxiliary 
police,” Lang said. 
Another program, whieh 
has been sucessfully used in 
West Chester, is a CB radio 
squad of volunteer citizen 
patrolmen. 
Though Rodgers has ex­ 
pressed fear of the patrols 
“degenerating into vigilante 
squads,” several police of­ 
ficials and council men have 
expressed 
interest 
in 
the 
program. 
Lang said he and Rodgers 
have not yet had the chance to 
go 
to 
West 
Chester 
to 
research the plan, “but it is 
something we are looking 
into.” 
The volunteer radio patrols 
do not become involved in 
police work. They only report 
what they see of a suspicious 
nature to the police. 


But Lang’s first experience 
with CB radios dampened his 
en th u siasm 
tow ard 
the 
citizens’ airwaves, he said. 
Following a baseball game 
in Philadelphia Lang found 
himself in a friend’s broken- 
down car . The car was 
equipped with a CB. 
They attempted, to call for 
assistance, but the channels 
were 
jam m ed 
with 
idle 
chatter, Lang said. 
“ Here we are in a bad 
situation and all you could 
hear was how Mike Schmidt 
did in the game.” 
Lang gave up and set out on 
foot for a service station, he 
said. 
If this 
problem 
is 
commonplace, Lang said, it 
would present a difficulty for 
CB groups attempting to help 
the police. 


He added that the REACT 
CB group does call police with 
information and that their 
voluntary service has been 
“ A “ a real value in the past.”

Laurelwood Road, lives quite a 
distance from the mall. 
Edward 
Greiger, 
general 
manager of Norco Mall, has also 
said he is not against the center. 
Nor is Hugh Kelly, chairman of 
the board of supervisors. 
The students’ glass recycling 
collection center at the mall was 


evicted after Bertoti complained 
to the supervisors July 12 about 
the center becoming “an un­ 
sightly and odorous nuisance.” 
People were using the center 
to dump their garbage, said 
Greiger. And some of the local 
kids were mashing the glass 
over the parking lot, he said. 
"Some 
of the 
neighbors 
complained the odor from the 
garbage people dumped was 
getting very bad. But when 
someone threw an old sofa 
there, that was the straw that 
broke the camel’s back,” said 
Greiger. 
On the strength of Bertoti’s

to the homes, or discontinue this 
collection service completely if 
that is the only solution to a 
public nuisance.” 
Edward 
Murphy, agent of 
Republic Realty and Greiger’s 
superior, told the mall to get rid 
of the center because of the bad 
publicity. 
Murphy wrote back to the 
supervisors July 21 to say, 
“ steps are underway with the 
cooperation of the Owen J. 
Roberts 
School 
District 
to 


remove the center from the 
Norco Mall.” 
“ The 
school 
district 
has 
nothing to do with the club,"' 
said Earl Greer, assistant high 
school principal. 
Neither the supervisors nor 
mall officials came to the club 
first, said Breidinger. “We got 
our letter after the mall said 
they wanted us out.” 
If the problem was a potential 
health hazard, said Breidinger, 
someone should have let the 
students know. 
“ We would have offered to 
help. The community leaders 
are not practicing what they 
preach.” 
The students are angry the 
township did not criticize the 
adults dumping their garbage at 
the glass collection bins. 
Pottstown Disposal has bins 
for garbage at the mall, said 
Breidinger, and that company 
takes care of carting the gar­ 
bage in the bins away. But 
people began avoiding their own 
garbage collection costs and 
overloading both the bins and 
the center, he said. 
“ It is not the youths them­ 
selves,” said Greiger. “ I have 
nothing against the kids. The 
fault lies with whoever was 
depositing 
the 
rubbish 
and 
garbage and so forth in there. ” 
The mall manager said he 
even called the Owen J. Roberts 
High School principal to explain 


he wasn’t trying to stop the 
students’ activities. 
“It was abused by the adults 
and we had no way of telling 
them to have it removed,” he 
said. 


Republic Realty heard about 
the bad publicity before it heard 
from the Norco supervisors, 
said Greiger. The decision to 
evict the recycling center was 
made before the township letter 
arrived. 
“They said to remove It, 
period. They were upset with the 
ad v erse 
p u b lic ity ,” 
said 
Greiger. Murphy himself was 
unavailable 
for 
com m ent. 
Breidinger added he tried for a 
month 
to 
reach 
the 
agent 
without success. 


“ Everyone says they are all in 
favor of the center, but there are 
very few people who are willing 
to 
help 
the 
k id s,” 
said 
Breidinger. “No one is willing to 
stick their neck out.” 
He refuted the charge of bad 
publicity hurting the mall. Some 
North Coventry residents have 
told him since the eviction they 
would take their glass to the 
center, then pick up items they 
needed 
at 
the 
mall. 
Many 
others, said the advisor, did not 
even know the mall was there, 
and were consequently not of­ 
fended by it . 
“This project was organized 
by young people, who kept it 


going. It is the only one in the 
area, and I would hate to see it 
die,” said Breidinger. “ There is 
concern about the high prices of 
gasoline, but recycling doesn’t 
tie 
in 
with 
people’s 
minds 
somehow, if there is some in- 
con' vience.” 
The club’s glass recycling 
center was born five years ago, 
on Earth Day. Owen J. Roberts 
students saw a film on ecology 
and decided to make their own 
effort. The club, which operates 
without school sponsorship, has 
continued through a constant 
turnover of student ecologists. 
Greiger said mall guards were 
only able to catch one garbage- 
bearing adult who was abusing 
the collection center. 
“ It is unfortunate that adults 
were doing it. I can’t afford to 
put guards up there all the 
time.” 
Since the center left, the mall 
posted no dumping, violators 
will be prosecuted signs and the 
dumping 
has 
stopped, 
said 
Greiger. 
As for posting the same signs 
while the center was there, 
Greiger said he doubted it would 
have done any good. 
The recycling center stood at 
Norco Mall for a month, said 
Breidinger. It was checked daily 
and each Saturday, a dozen of 
the club members would collect 
the 
glass 
and 
truck 
it to 
Diamond Glass Co., in Spring 


City. The center was tidied up 
and the students took as much 
garbage as they could to the 
disposal bins. 
Assistant Principal Greer said 
the school administrators are 
discussing the relocation of the 
center now. 
“ My guess is that it will be 
relocated somewhere. It has a 
strong following and a lot of 
interest in the community,” said 
Greer. 
He suggested possible new 
spots as back in the mall or at a 
private business where control 
of 
garbage-dum ping 
adults 
would be easier. 
Greiger suggested the center 
move back onto school grounds, 
near the school-operated paper 
recycling center. 
Hugh 
Kelly 
suggested the 
board 
of 
supervisors 
had 
nothing 
to do 
with 
finding 
another spot. "It is not our 
responsibility and I will not 
comment further.” 


Breidinger said he would like 
the center back in the mall and 
the township responsible for 
prosecuting adults who persist 
in dumping their garbage. 
“ I was hoping the township 
would say it would help to work 
these problems out, or help us 
move to a different site. I keep 
trying to believe in the good 
n a t u r e 
of 
m a n , ” 
s a i d 
Breidinger.

The bank offered to rehire the 
bookkeeper, Ms. Susan Salvia, 
as a teller, but her lawyer said 
the offer was unacceptable.

Salvia, 
23, 
said

previously refused a transfer to 
a teller’s window, which would 
require her to be on her feet all 
day, because she is developing 
varicose veins. 


“ The bank does not practice 
discrimination in any manner or 
form, did not do so in this in­ 
stance and if Susan Salvia wants 
to come back to work her job is 
available,” the bank said in a 
statement. 
Ms. Salvia’s lawyer, Merrick 
Rossein said the teller's job was 
unacceptable and he planned to 
file sex discrimination charges 
against the bank with the Equal 
E m p lo y m en t 
O pportunity 
Commission 
and 
the 
city 
Commission on Human Rights. 
A bank spokeswoman denied 
Ms. Salvia’s charges and said 
the woman informed officials of 
her pregnancy only after they 
put her on notice her work as a 
bookkeeper was unsatisfactory 
and could result in dismissal if it 


did not improve. She was fired 
July 16. 
“ I don’t feel a woman should 
have to end her career because 
she’s going to bear a child,” said 
Ms. 
Salvia,

Expansion plans scaled down

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s largest coal producers 
are scaling down plans to ex­ 
pand production in the next five 
years because of uncertainties 
about a national commitment to 
coal, an industry group said 
Wednesday. 
Carl Bagge, president of the 
National Coal Association, said 
a new study by his organization 
showed that planned expansions 
by the industry for 1976 to 1980 
had been reduced by 16 per cent 
since a similar study done a 
year ago. 
Bagge 
blamed 
industry’s 
re lu c tan ce 
to

as 
previously projected on lack of a 
definitive commitment to coal 
and 
uncertainty 
about 
a 
longawaited 
national 
energy 
policy. 
“ While our national leaders 
argue over how to achieve 
energy independence, the coal 
industry 
must 
conduct 
its 
planning 
based 
on 
sound 
business 
principles,” 
Bagge 
said 
in

planned to bring on line 507.9 
m illion 
tons 
of 
new 
and

capacity from 1976 to 1986. This 
longterm projection is 16 million 
tons of capacity more than 
shown in the study a year ago. 
But, the association said, the 
short-term expansion projection 
for the next five years has been 
reduced by 16 per cent, or 63.66 
million tons. 
“The single most striking fact 
revealed in this study is that the 
industry’s

producers 
have shifted their plans from the 
late 1970s to the early 1980s," 
Bagge said.

o ffered 
his 
resignation to Pope Paul VI, 
church 
sources 
disclosed 
Wednesday. 
C ardinal 
W yszynski 
two 
weeks ago celebrated his 75th 
birthday, 
the 
recommended 
retirement 
age 
for 
bishops. 
Many continue to serve beyond 
75, however. Pope Paul himself 
will be 79 next month. 


Church sources here called 
the letter of resignation “ ten­ 
tative” and said supporters of 
the 
cardinal 
have 
begun 
a 
campaign to keep him in office. 


Vatican 
sources 
confirmed 
that the cardinal had submitted 
a letter of resignation and that it 
was up to the Pope to decide 
whether to accept it now or at 
some future date. 


Several Polish bishops were

Department ot Environmental

(DER) 
indicated 
W e d n e s d a y it is using public 
relations 
instead 
of policy 
changes to cool 
resentment 
against its lawyers. 
DER is calling its lawyers the 
bureau of litigation instead of 
strike force. 
The lawyers, 
who enforce 
antipollution laws, have been 
accused in recent months of 
being 
oversea Lous 
and 
of 
harassing alleged offenders. 
Some legislators, especially in 
the House, have demanded that 
the strike force attorneys be 
removed from DER and placed 
under 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
control. 
But the mood at a hearing held 
by 
the 
House 
conservation 
committee Tuesday indicated 
that the flap has subsided. 
“ I believe that the committee, 
after the hearing, was satisfied 
that the attitude of some of the 
people in DEft has changed and 
we can work out our problems,” 
said Rep. John F. Laudadio Sr., 
D-Westmoreland, chairman of 
the committee. 
‘"Relationships 
...have im­ 
proved immensely,” he said. 
Last spring, when the full

litigation,” he said. 
Goddard said he also would 
like to change Eichbaurn’s title 
— deputy secretary for en­ 
forcement — to remove the word 
enforcement.

conflicts,”he noted.

said they were concerned that

upgrade DER’s public relations 
programs might also create 
problems in the legislature. 
“ It is a difficult information 
process. We’re also under lots of 
constraints. You can build up a 
big information section, but the 
General Assembly traditionally 
has resisted that — you know, 
you’re out tooting your own 
horn,”he said. 
Both Laudadio and Goddard 
said they were upset over a 
recent statement by a former 
DER attorney, who charged that 
the real reason the legislature 
wanted to weaken DER was to 
make it easier for individual 
lawmakers to “fix cases.”

BOAC to buy 
12 Lockheed 
jumbo jets 


BURBANK, Calif. (AP) — 
British Airways has agreed to 
purchase 12 newly modified 
long-range Lockheed L1Ü11 
TriStar jumbo jets for $448 
million, Lockheed spokesmen 
said Wednesday. 
The agreement provides for 
the sale of six jets immediately, 
with delivery of four of them in 
1979, and the option to buy the 
remaining six sometime next 
year, said Lockheed spokesman 
Dick Martin. 
The plane, which has a 
fuselage that is 13 Mi feet shorter 
than the original version, has a 
range of 6,100 miles without 
refueling, Martin said. 
The new plane is designed to 
replace existing jetliners “that 
are noisy and consume 35 per 
cent more fuel,” he said. 
“They’re just not economical for 
the airlines to use. Most of these 
planes are 10 years old. They’re 
becoming obsolete. ” 
“Our main competitor for the 
contract was McDonnell 
Douglas,” he said. “They were 
proposing a long-range aircraft 
also with Rolls-Royce engines.”

Convictions are low, jail terms extremely slow

California study showed that of 
6,000 rapes, only 27 convictions 
were obtained and six prison, 
sentences meted out. 
A Detroit police department 
study found that 28 per cent of 
all

A major reason was that rape 
victims refused to prosecute 
b e c a u s e 
of 
p o t e n t i a l l y 
humiliating inquiry and often 
irrelevant 
probing into their 
past sexual experiences and 
intimate personal histories. 
Today 24 states have taken

to 
lim it

vulnerability of rape victims to 
mortifying 
cross-examination 
by restricting what evidence can 
be introduced in court. 
A 
bill, 
authored 
by 
Rep. 
Elizabeth 
Holtz man,

now being considered by the

R epresentatives, 
would reform existing rape1 laws 
in federal 
courts concerning 
what 
evidence could be 
in­ 
troduced and would serve as a 
model for states reforming their 
rape laws. 


Under the measure: 
— Neither the prosecution nor 
defense could 
introduce 
any 
reputation or opinion evidence 
about the victim’s past sexual 
conduct. 
— Evidence about the victim’s 
past sexual conduct could be 
introduced 
only 
in 
certain 
limited circumstances. Then it 
would have to be heard at a 
hearing in the judge’s cham­ 
bers, away from the jury, to 
determine if It fell within the 
narrow limits of the bill. 
— One of those limits would be

In yesterday’s answer we 
pointed out that high cards at 
the top of long suits are better 
than ones not supported by 
several lower cards.

on how to learn or practice any 
stroke, choose equipment, 
dress, diet, or even act on the 
court. Reading through three 
leading tennis magazines this 
week, I counted 32 pages on 
instruction. All of it was ex­ 
cellent but how does a student 
find time to assimilate the 
material or decide which would 
be apropos or helpful to' his 
game. 
Recently and coincidentally I 
had successive hour lessons with 
a youngster from Germany and 
two teen-age girls from Mexico 
City. None could speak any 
English and my very limited 
college German and Spanish 
were no help at all. For two 
hours, I smiled, clapped or 
nodded my head and said almost 
nothing. Because of the absence 
of any verbal communication, it 
became necessary to spend 
more of the time at the side of 
the student. 
The obvious question arises as 
to how will these six million 
learn the game when tennis pros 
are hard-pressed to assist the 
large part of the existing 40 
million still wishing to improve? 
Many don't want lessons, some 
cannot afford lessons and often 
lessons are not available. But 
for the segment anxious to 
learn, their situation is often 
more complex. 
Choosing a competent tennis 
professional is normally the first 
step. Then following in 
sequence, the student wishes to 
read and. study other opinions. 
Here is where my pet peeve in 
tennis lies. There is so much 
instructional reading material 
now available that if a person 
took time to read it all, he 
wouldn’t have time to practice. 
One of the ways any player 
learns is to experiment with 
what feels best to him and at the 
same time does not limit his 
progress. Trial and error are 
great and so is emulating one of 
the great players you admire. 
This is attested to by all the girls 
and boys now using a two- 
handed backhand a la Chris 
Evert or Jimmy Connors. 
I still take the position that 
proper instruction and practice 
are essential to insure 
developing a player’s potential 
talent. We need to talk about all 
the instructional possibilities 
but wouldn’t it make life easier 
if we didn’t make it so com­ 
plicated?

He said that no link has yet 
been

d e f e c t i v e 
plumbing

legionnaires’ disease and that it 
was “ improbable’’ one would be 
found. 
Hundreds of the estimated 
10,000 legionnaires who attended 
the convention July 21-24 stayed 
at the Bellevue and most of the 
convention’s major events were 
held there. 
Most of the violations already 
have been corrected and do not 
justify closing the hotel, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Lewis Polk, ac­ 


ting city health commissioner. 
Hotel officials were said to be 
in conference, and did not return 
repeated telephone calls. 
The most serious violation 
was a faulty hose between the 
hotel 
air 
conditioning 
and 
drinking water systems on the 
top floor, Gaudiosi said . 
He said water contaminated 
with 
chemicals 
could 
have 
gotten Into the drinking water if 
a drop in water pressure had 
occurred because there was no 
safety valve in the hose to 
prevent a backup. However, he 
said, there is no evidence now 
that such a drop occurred. 
Gaudiosi 
said

spectors noted the faulty hose 
and disconnected it early in 
their

disclosed 
until after more intensive in­ 
spections at the hotel Monday 
and Tuesday. 
Polk said the hotel’s plumbing 
poses no “current public health 
hazard.”

interest. 
The second largest bill is 
$5,000 
to 
Dana 
Corp., 
for 
repayment of an interest-free 
loan. Other debts are to Fitch 
Electronics 
and 
Commission 
Director Mary Helen. Money 
also is owed the salesman of the 
coins, 
plates 
and 
souvenir 
merchandise purchased by the 
commission for sale. 
The auction held in the former 
Bicentennial headquarters at 
263 High St., was a travesty, 
Mrs, 
Ziegler told the com­ 
mission 
at 
their 
meeting 
Wednesday. 
Merchandise with a selling 
value of $9,000 was sold at a 
below-cost price of $1,440. The 
auction of merchandise was 
planned to help defray the debts. 


During the Bicentennial year, 
Mrs, Ziegler reported, $94,736 
was brought in to the com­ 
mission, with total expenditures 
of $91,604. Cash on hand is $3,132, 
not including the $16,000 in 
outstanding bills.

100 per cent profit is realized on 
the sale of the $31 souvenirs.

Belfast.

Army 
(IRA), 
a 
mainly Catholic-based guerrilla 
movement 
fighting 
to 
end 
British rule in this turbulent 
province. 
Betty Williams, a 32-year-old 
housewife and mother, is a 
marked 
woman, 
threatened 
with death. Letters branding her 
a “tout” — IRA parlance for 
informer — have been pushed 
under her door. Last weekend a 
mob of youngsters tried to burn 
down her house. 
She has sent her two children, 
Paul, 13, and Debbie, 5, into 
hiding with friends. 
The reason for her fear: Last 
week she launched a peace 
campaign to end seven years of 
vicious sectarian warfare in 
Northern Ireland and drive out 
terrorist groups — both Catholic 
and Protestant — from Catholic 
and Protestant areas. 
She 
started 
the campaign 
after three children — 8-year-old 


Joanne Maguire, her 2V^-year- 
old brother John and 8-week-old 
brother Andrew — were killed 
when they were caught up in a 
shootout between British troops 
and fleeing IRA gunmen. 
The horror of the slaying of 
the children touched off an 
emotional 
backwash 
that 
climaxed 
in 
10,000 
persons, 
mostly women, attending a rally 
at the spot where the youngsters 
were killed. It was the biggest 
peace demonstration seen in the 
province for years. 
“ I’m scared to death,” Mrs. 
Williams admitted. "But these 
death 
threats 
have

strengthened our resolve 
to 
pursue our campaign. We will 
not be intimidated by these 
thugs any longer.” 
“ I’m not going to hide out 
again, even though I’m scared 
out of my wits. You can be 
scared without being a coward, 
can’t you?” 
Mrs. Williams’ husband is a 
seaman, now in Canada. "He 
had no idea I’d started this 
thing,” she said. “But when he 
heard about it, he telephoned me 
to say he’s behind me all the 
way.” 
Mrs. Williams is aided by 
Mairead Corrigan, a young aunt 


of the slain Maguire children. 
Both are determined to end the 
agony 
of 
Ulster, 
Northern 
Ireland’s official name. 


Miss Corrigan, tearful after 
the triple killing, sobbed: "I 
believe 98 per cent of the people 
here 
want 
an end 
to this 
slaughter. 
We’ve 
been 
so 
frustrated. For years, we’ve 
been afraid to speak out, afraid 
of reprisals. But now I know that 
I, at least, am no longer afraid. 
I’ll die to save one life. We have 
to make sure those poor babies 
did not die in vain.” 


The two women plan to keep 
the 
peace 
campaign 
rolling 
through rallies across Ulster, 
uniting Catholic and Potestant 
women.

strength is its lack of political

Billy Carter said money ob­ 
tained 
with 
the 
warehouse 


mortgage will be used to buy 
peanuts from farmers in the 
coming harvest. He estimated 
the replacement value of the 
warehousing business to be $3.5 
million. 
He also said the family owns 
about 3,100 acres of land. Those 
holdings include 1,100 acres of 
tillable land valued at between 
$600 and $700 an acre and about 
2,000 acres of swamp and timber 
worth $200 to $300 an acre.

County funds doctors; practice pays off 


MAYVILLE, N.Y. (AP) — Dr. 
Chak Lam Chow, a native of 
Hong Kong, and Dr. Russell 
El well, who grew up in this 
village, set up medical practices 
in rural Chautauqua County in 
Southwestern New York this 
summer. Both were attracted by 
a successful program, the county 
has established to lure doctors. 
The county legislature has 
guaranteed them each a gross 
annual income of at least $50,000 
for two years. Nine other doc­ 
tors have been brought here 
under 
the 
assured 
salary 
p r o g r a m 
s i n c e 
it 
w a s 
established two years ago. 
So far all the doctors who have 
come here have earned that 
much or more. All the money the 
county guaranteed to them has 
been repaid by the doctors as 
their practices pickedup in less 
than 
a 
year, 
said 
County 
Executive Joseph Gerace, who 
throught of the program. 
The 
county 
currently 
has 
about $18,000 paid out to doctors 
not yet fully established, Gerace 
said. He said he expects that 


most of that will also be repaid. 
Chow saw an advertisement 
placed in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
by officials of the hamlet of 
Be mus Point. 
“It just mentioned a 
nice 
community,” Chow said Mon­ 
day. 
The ad did not mention the 
guaranteed salary, but that has 
proved attractive to a doctor 
just setting up his practice. 
“It can solve many problems 
in the beinning,” said Chow. 
Chautauqua County include

r e c r u i t m e n t 
literature to medical schools 
throughout the country. 
El well, 
now 
practicing 
in 
Westfield, 
was given a loan 
while he was in medical school 
in exchange for a promise to 
practice in Chautauqua County. 
Chautauqua 
is 
one 
of 
15 
counties in the state that fund 
such 
medical 
student 
loan 
program s, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Julia Freitag of the state Health 
Department. 
• 
The loan, usually given only to 
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county residents, is forgiven if 
the 
doctor 
practices 
in the 
county. But it must be paid back 
with five per cent interest if the 
physician practices elsewhere. 
Gerace said the county has 
loaned a total of $100,000 to 22 
students since it initiated the 
program five years ago. El well 
is the first doctor to emerge 
from the program. 
Another technique the county 
used—this 
one 
to 
locate 
a 
specialist—was to hire a private 
recruitment firm, Gerace said. 
“We’re very happy,” he said 
of the four-part program . 
“We’ve 
brought 
a 
needed 
o r t h o p e d i c 
s u r g e o n , 
a 
psychiatrist and family prac- 
ticianers. We have two doctors 
in areas where physicians were 
hard to get,” he said. 
Before the program began, 
Chautauqua 
County 
had 
104 
doctors for its population of 
nearly 
150,000. 
The 
doctors’ 
average age was older than 65, 
Gerace said. 
Now the county has 126 doc­ 
tors with an average age of 55, 
he said. The county’s 125 doctors 
give it the one-doctor-to-1,200 
population 
figure 
which 
the 
state uses as an acceptable 
ratio. Federal officials set the 
ratio at one-to-1,500. 
According 
to 
Dr. 
Freitag, 
about 25 of New York State’s 62 
counties have fewer doctors 
than the ratio calls for. 
She said that no statewide 
recruiting program exist and no 
counties other than Chautauqua 
have set up a salary-guarantee 
program . 
A 
student 
loan 
program similar to Chautauqua 
County’s, called the Regents 
Physician Shortage Scholarship 
Program, has been established.
